The Dnke 
d’ Efcalona, the Duke of Bifaccia, and the Prince of 
Celamarre: The firft of which was on Horfeback, 
in a very ordinary Habit, with his Beard growu 
jong, and without Piftols or Sword ; The other two 
were in a Coach ; and the Domefticks of all three fol- 
low’d. 45° Horfe march’d before them, 25 on each 
fide of them, and 350 behind. Thus they were 
conducted to the Square of St. Dominick; and be- 
ing expos’d there for fome time to the View of the 
Publick, who throng’d thither in great Number, 
General Count Taun who went into the Palace oi 
the Duke of Limarolla with many of the Nobles and 
General Officers, cal)’d out from the Window to their 
Guard to carry them to the Caftle of St. Elmo, Be- 
ing come thither, the Duke d’ Eicalona alighted 
from his Horfe, but was fo extremely caft down with 
his Difgrace, that he could hardly afcend the Sreps 
of the Caftle. Thefe Prifoners had all befought 
Count Taun, that they might be brought in hither 
in the Night privately in a clofe Calefh; bur that was 
refus’d, to thew the Publick rhe Falfhood of a Report 
fpread by the Partifans of France, that the Duke of 
Efcalona had fold Gaeta to the Imperialifts. ’Tis 
faid, that among his Papers were found fome Letters 
of very great Confequence. The Joy thewn by the 
Inhabitants of this Capital for the taking of Gera, 
is inexpreflible ; and at the fight of the foremention’d 
Priforeis, the crowded Streets rang. with Acclamati- 
ons of live Charles UI.
